Iiiter-OoUegia'-.e  Oratorical  Contest  to 
Be  at  Cape  Girardeau 
March  25. 

The  final  tryout  to  select  the  or¬ 
ator  to  represent  our  college  at  Cape 
Girardeau  was  held  in  assembly, 
Tuesday  morning,  Feb.  22. 

The  orators  were  Harold  Houchens, 
.Tohn  LaAA-ton,  Jesse  Kling,  and  Perry 
Eads.  The  orations  were  original 
compositions,  of  the  men  who  deliv¬ 
ered  them.  Tlie  •  final  score  depended 
upon  the  composition  itself  and  the 
manner  in  Avhicli  it  Avas  giA^en. 

John  LaAvton  receiA'ed  the  highest 
score  and  Avill  be  the  representative 
from  this  college  in  the  state  contest. 

Tlic  subject  of  the  AA-inning  oration 
Avas  "Crime — a  Menacing  Spectre.” 
The  evolution  of  the  laAvs  of  justice 
Avas  explained;  first,  theix*  existed 
only  the  rule  of  the  surA’h'al  of  the 
fittest;  later,  there  AA'erc  Iuaa-s  made 
to  protect  the  Aveak  from  the  strong. 
Statistics  Avero  quoted  to  show  hoAv 
comparatively  gre.iter  are  the  number 
of  crimes  committed  in  our  country 
than  in  foreign  countries.  The  con¬ 
dition  as  gh’^en  is  startling,  and  de¬ 
mands  the  attention  of  the  thinking 
public.  The  reasons  for  this  situa¬ 
tion  AA-cre  stated  as  being  lack  of  l.aw 
enforcement,  the  toleration  and  in¬ 
difference  of  the  American  people. 
They  are  oxactfng  in  foreign  affairs 
but  are  slack  in  upholding  their  ideals 
Avithin  the  nation.  An  appeal  to  Am¬ 
ericans  to  be  more  strict  in  the  ob¬ 
serving  of  laAvs  and  more  exacting  in 
their  demands  upon  other  members  of 
society  A\’as  made. 

'*Thp  Challenge  of  the  Unsatisfied” 
Avas  given  by  Harold  Houchens. 
Progress  has  iioA'cr  been  made  except 
as  individuals  or  groups  became  un¬ 
satisfied  Avith  their  conditions  and 
d(‘termined  to  make  them  better.  Na¬ 
tions  rise  and  prosper  because  the 
citizens  ImA'o  visions  of  the  greater 
possibilities  and  endeavor  to  make 
them  realities,  Ambition  rules  the 
world.  Whenever  individuals  or  na¬ 
tions  cease  to  look  forward  there  is 
uo  more  growth  and  progress  for 
thorn. 

The  unsatisfied  individuals  criti¬ 
cize  constructively;  ai  a  remit  of 
their  unsatisfied  longing  they  have 
visions  of  better  things.  To  the  onea 
of  us  who  are  having  more  advan¬ 
tages  than  the  average  is  given  the 
ability  to  make  the  visions  real  and 
to  lead  others  to  higher  ideals.

Kow  to  Plant  Bor  Btani. 

Results  of  planting  Boy  Beans  with 
a  wheat  drill  eompared  with  planting 
the  usual  way  at  the  Bebool  farm  are 
given  as  follows; 


THE  GREEN  AND 

On  good  soil  fairly  tree  from  weads 
when  planted,  two  haif-aere  plots 
were  planted.  On  one  the  seed  traa 
planted  with  a  wheat  drill  .at  the 
rate  of  five  pecks  per  acre  and  re¬ 
quired  no  further  attention  until 
harvested  with  a  gr.ain  binder.  The 
yield  was  8.85  bushels  per  acre  of 
extra  good  quality.  There  were  a 
great  many  weeds  in  this  plot. 

The  plot  planted  -with  a  corn  plant¬ 
er  was  seeded  at  the  rate  of  twenty 
pounds  per  acre.  This  plot  was  cul¬ 
tivated  four  times  and  yielded  11.5 
bushels  per  acre.  There  were  fewer 
weeds  in  this  plot.

If  all 
the  per.sons  who  have  ever  been  grad¬ 
uated  from  normal  schools  ia  the 
United  States  from  the  beginuiag  un¬ 
til  now  were  living  and  were  all  teach¬ 
ing  in  the  elementary  schools  there 
would  still  be  need  of  110,000  to  fill 
all  the  places.  Read  the  following 
(•ssay  on  ‘  ‘  Why  T  Like  Teaching.  ’  ’ 

I  like  teaching  because  T  like  boys 
and  girls,  beeaiise  T  delight  in  having 
them  about  me,  in  talking  with  them, 
working  with  them,  , playing  with 
them,  and  in  possessing  their  confi¬ 
dence  and  affection. 

I  like  teaching  because  the  teacher 
works  in  an  atmosphere  of  idealism, 
dealing  with  mind  and  heart,  with 
ideas  and  ideals. 

T  like  teaehing  beenuse  of  the  large 
freedom  it  gives.  There  is  abundance 
of  room  for  originul  planning  and  in¬ 
itiative  in  the  conduct  of  the  work 
itself,  and  an  unusual  time  margin  of 
evenings,  week-ends  and  vneations  in 
which  to  extend  one’s  interests,  per- 
lonal  and  professional, 

I  like  teaching  beenuse  the  relation 
of  the  teacher  to  learner  in  whatever 
eapaoity  is  one  of  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  and  delightful  in  the  world. 

Teaching  ia  attraetive  beenuse  it 
imposea  a  minimum  of  drudgery.  Ita 


day  is  not  long,  and  is  broken  by  in¬ 
termissions,  and  so  varied  in  its 
schedule  of  duties  as  to  exclude  undue 
weariness  or  monotony.  The  program 
of  each  school  day  is  a  new  and  inter¬ 
esting  adventure. 

Teaching  invites  to  constant  growth 
!ind  improvement.  The  teacher  is  in 
daily  contact  with  books,  magazines,, 
libraries,  and  all  of  the  most  vital 
forces  of  thought  and  leadership,  so¬ 
cial  and  educational.  It  is  work  that 
stimulates  ambition  and  enhances  per- 
son.al  worth.  There  is  no  greater  de¬ 
veloper  of  character  to  be  found. 

Also,,  teaching  includes  a  wide 
r:iage  of  positions  and  interests,  ex¬ 
tending  from  kindergarten  to  univer¬ 
sity,  covering  every  section'  where 
schools  are  maintained,  and  embracing 
every  varity  of  effort,  w'hether  aca¬ 
demic,  artistic,  industrial,  commercial, 
agricultural  or  professional. 

There  is  no  work  in  which  men  and. 
women  engage  which  more  directly 
and  fundamentally  serves  society  and 
and  the  state.  Teaehing  is  the  big¬ 
gest  and  best  profession  in  the  nation 
because  it  creates  and  moulds  the 
nation’s  citizenship.  It  is  the  very 
foundation  and  mainstay  of  the  na¬ 
tional  life. 

And  now  at  last  the  teacher’s  work 
is  coming  into  its  own.  From  now  on, 
the  teacher  will  be  adequately  paid, 
and  accorded  the  place  which  is  right¬ 
fully  his  in  the  public  regard.

Of  Interest  to  Missourians 

Educational  conditions  in  ^lissouri 
are  making  progress  rapidly,  accord¬ 
ing  to  statistics  in  the  office  of  Sam 
Baker,  State  Superintendent  of 
Scliools,  wlio  has  just  finished  compil¬ 
ing  data  for  his  fourth-coming  annual 
report  to  be  made  to  the  State  Leg¬ 
islature  wdiich  convenes  in  January. 

According  to  this  report,  21,  126 
tt>achers  are  employed  in  the  state, 
15,533  of  whom  have  had  some  pro¬ 
fessional  training  in  colleges  and  un¬ 
iversities.  This  report  will  show*  some 
interesting  comparisons  in  regard  to 
some  important  items  considered  as 
essentials  in  determining  effieieuey 
of  a  state  school  system.

In  the  library  the  work  of  re-mim- 
bering  the  books  has  been  completed. 
All  the  ragged,  disreputable-looking 
labels  have  been  removed,  and  the 
new  lettering  done  in  white  enamel 
ink  directly  on  the  backs  of  the 
books.  Tlie  books,  now  all  in  place  on 
the  shelves,  give  the  stack  room  a 
look  of  neatness  and  order  that  is 
good  to  see. 

That  is  all  that  SHOWS  of  the 
work  that  has  been  in  progress;  but 
much  more  has  been  accomplished  than 
is  seen  on  the  surface. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the 
system  of  classification.  (That  ques¬ 
tion  has  been  asked  a  number  of 
times).  But.  the  classification  has 
been  Simp^ied  to  considerable  ex¬ 
tent,  to  make  it  easier  for  students, 
teachers  and  librarians  to  use  the  li¬ 
brary. 

And,  of  course,  whatever  changes 
Iiave  been  made  in  the  book  numbers, 
must  be  made  on  the  cards  in  the 
catalog,  as  well.  And  when  it  is  re¬ 
membered  that  every  book  has  from 
two  to  six  or  more  cards  in  the  cat¬ 
alog,  and  that  absolute  accuracy  in 
this  work  is  iiiiperative,*  it  is  plain 
to  be  seen  that  a  vast  amount  of 
time  and  patience  is  needed  for  the 
work. 

The  .author  and  shelf  list  cards 
have  all  been  corrected  and  nve  filed 
by  themselves — separate  from  the  un- 
correeted  cards.  These  are  available 
for  immediate  use  and  form  a  com¬ 
plete  directory  to  the  books  on  the 
shelves.  The  same  work,  with  the 
title  and  subject  cards,  is  progress¬ 
ing  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  all 
books  that  have  not  formerly  been 
cataloged  are  “going  through  the 
mill”  as  well;  and  when  this  work  is 
finished,  the  library  will  have  a  cat¬ 
alog  as  complete  and  perfect  as  that 
of  any  library  in 'the  state. 

Other  departments  of  the  library 
are  awaiting  their  turn  at  reorgani- 
y.ntion.  And  the  plans  of  work  are  de¬ 
veloping  that  will  greatlj  increase 
the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the 
iihrary. 
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The  routine  work  of  the  library  is 
going  on  ns  usual.  The  enlarged 
staff  is  accomplishing  work  and  de¬ 
veloping  plans  that  have  not  hitherto 
been  possible  because  of  lack  of  time 
and  hands  to  do  the  work. 

Future  reiiorts  will  tell  more  of 
the  plans  for  increasing  the  useful¬ 
ness  of  the  library,  and  show  the 
further  progress  of  the  work. 


Hard  Seeds  in  Cloven  and 
Alfalfa. 

A  very  large  per  cent  of  tho  seeds 
of  many  species  of  the  clover  family 
are  frequently  unable  to  absorb 
enough  moisture  to  enable  them  to 
germinate.  This  is  caused  by  such 
seeds  having  a  hard  coating  thru 
which  water  cannot  pass  to  the  em¬ 
bryo  or  germ.  Such  seeds  arc  known 
as  hard  seeds  and  form  as  high  as  90 
per  cent  of  the  total  seeds  in  some 
clovers.  ‘  ‘  Hard  seeds '  ’  will  lie  in 
the  ground  for  months  without  sprout¬ 
ing,  especially  if  sown  after  freezing 
weather  in  the  spring.  Fall,  winter 
or  early  spring  sowing  will  decrease 
the  number  thru  the  effects  of  freez¬ 
ing. 

According  to  the  United  States  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture,  hand-hulled 
samples  of  clover  seeds  .show  a  larger 
per  cent  of  h.ard  seeds  than  seeds 
hulled  w’ith  a  machine.  The  injuring 
of  the  seed  coats  in  machine  hulling 
increases  the  per  cent  of  germination. 

A  macliiiie  called  a  scarifier  is  now 
used  to  increa.se  tlie  germination  per 
cent  of  some  legumes.  The  scarifier, 
wliieli  i.s  built  on  the  principle  of  .a 
f.anning  mill,  consists  primarily  of  a 
powerful  fail  and  a  drum,  the  in.side 
covering  of  the  latter  is  sand  paper, 
The  fan  blows  the  seed  into  the  drum 
and  many  of  the  seed  coats  are  brok¬ 
en  when  the  seeds  strike  the  sand 
paper,  hence  germinjition  is  increased. 

Hard  seeds  in  red  clover  are  not 
usually  enough  to  justify  scarification, 
however,  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover  are 
commonly  scarified. 

1  hat  scarification  increases  the  per 
cent  of  germination  is  evident  from 
germination  tests  carried  out  for  a 
local  seedman  by  the  agricultural  de¬ 
partment.  The  results  given  are  for 
scarified  and  non-scarified  sweet 
clover  seed: 

Sample  No. .  5 — Treatmont,  searifi- 
od;  germination,  89  per  cent;  hard 
seeds,  7  per  cent;  dead  seeds,  4  per 
cent. 

Sample  No.  5 — Treatmont,  non -scar¬ 
ified;  germination,  54  per  cent;  hard 
seeds,  40  per  cent;  dead  seeds,  6  per 
cent. 

Sample  No.  7 — Trentmeut,  searifi- 
fied;  germination,  7(1  per  cent;  hard 
seeds,  25  per  cent;  dead  seeds  4  per 
cent. 

Sample  No.  7 — Treatment,  non  gear- 
ifiod;  germination,  41  per  eent;  hard 
seeds,  55  per  cent;  dead  seeds  4. 

Sample  No,  8 — Treatment,  scarifi¬ 
ed;  germination,  84  per  eent:  hard 
seeds  8  per  eent;  dead  seeds,  8, 

Sample  No,  8 — ^Treatment,  non-sear- 


ified;  gerinination,  54  per  cent;  hard 
seeds,  39  per  cent;  dead  seeds  (5. 

Sample  No.  21 — Treatment,  scarifi¬ 
ed;  germination,  82  per  cent;  hard 
seeds,  15  per  cent;  dead  seeds,  2.  . 

Sample  No.  21 — Treatment,  Semi- 
scarified;  germination,  69  per  cent; 
hard  seeds,  24  per  cent;  dead  seeds,  6. 

The  semi-scarified  sample,  21  was 
scarified  with  a  different  grade  of 
sand  paper  th.an  was  the  sc.arificd 
sample. 

The  percentage  of  hard  seeds  found 
in  hand-hulled  .samples,  as  given  in 
Farmers’  Bulletin  676  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  of  differ¬ 
ent  varieties  were  as  follows:  in  299 
samples  of  Red  Clover,  92  per  cent 
were  hard  seeds;  in  21  samples  of  Al- 
syke  Clover,  90  per  cent  were  hard 
seeds;  in  nine  samples  of  white  clov¬ 
er,  98  per  cent  were  hard  seeds;  in 
fourteen  samples  of  White  Sweet 
Clover,  98  per  cent  were  hard  seeds. 

The  percentage  of  hard  seeds  can 
be  rediieod  by  properly  constructed 
liullers.  However,  samples  of  sweet 
clover  seed  tested  by  Mr.  Steinsmey- 
ev  of  the  State  Teachers  College  for 
a  local  seedman  showed  as  high  as  55 
per  cent  as  being  hard  seeds  after 
hulling. 

A  newly  devised  scheme  has  been 
perfected  by  which  the  total  number 
of  hard  seeds  were  reduced  from  40 
to  7  per  cent  total,  thus  adding  value 
to  the  seed  crop  as  the  hard  seeds 
produce  vigorous  plants  when  treated 
in  such  a  way  tliat  they  will  germin¬ 
ate. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  by 
means  of  a  machine  known  as  a 
“scarifier”  built  on  the  order  of  a 
fan  mill  differing  in  principle  in  that 
tho  seed  is  blown  thru  a  fireular 
trough  coated  inside  with  sandjiaper, 
which  on  coming  in  contact  with  the 
seed,  scratches  or  cracks  the  Iwird 
co:it,  making  it  possible  for  the  seed 
to  sibsorb  moisture  and  germin.-ite  im¬ 
mediately. 

Tests  made  of  tho  scarified  and 
non-scarified  samples  at  the  State 
Teachers  College  were  ns  follows: 

Sample  5 — Scarified  germinated  89 
per  cent  with  7  per  cent  hard  seeds 
and  4  per  cent  dead  seeds. 

Sample  .5 — Non-scarified  germinat¬ 
ed  54  per  cent  with  40  per  cent  hard 
seeds  and  6  por  cent  dead  seeds. 

Sample  No.  7 — Scarified  germinated 
84  per  eent;  8  por  cent  hard  seeds 
and  8  per  cent  dead  goods. 

Sample  7 — Non-scarified  germiimtod 
54  per  cent  with  .39  per  cent  hard 
seed  and  7  per  cent  dead  seed.
